‘ perfect interrogation techniques: detect- 
ing the use of similar techniques by a 
potential enemy, and helping the agency 
. to induce amnesia in its own as well as en- 
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emy agents, 


A spokesman for the intelligence agen- | 
* ey said yesterday that 15 of the 80 institu. 


tions had not responded at all to the agen- 


cy’s August notification of involvement _ 


with MK-ULTRA. In addition, there were 
8 organizations the agency was unable to 
locate because they no longer exist. 

Three other institutions declined to ac- 
cept the agency documents linking them
